The article relating to the pur- 
chase of the school lot at North- 
west Bethel was passed over, as 
it had been found that the town 
alveady had. title to the property. 
lt was yoted ‘to close the upper 
svides of the schools at Hast and 
West Bethel, after conditions were 
explained. by Supt Carrie Wight. 
She referred to transportation of 
pupils to the village school. from 
tnese districts, and ‘the advantages 
obtained including instruction in 
Physical education and music for 
the seventh and eighth grades, At 
Present all pupils above the prt- 
mary grades attend school in the 
Village. 

In appreciation of the facilities 
offered by Gould Academy and 
the work of the teachers in 
physical education and music it.

AFFAIRS, C OF C MEETING 


It is expected that Bethel's tax 
rate will increase $4 or more’ per 
$1000 as a restlt of the increase of 
sume $4500 in appropriations at 
Monéays meeting in. face of «4 
sharp decrease in valuation, Select- 
man Ernest Bisbee told the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday evening, In addition to 
the heavy fire loss in 1944 the da- 
crease in value of timber lands 
following the continued heavy cut- 
ting is an important item. Tire 
‘losses last year were the greatest 
in the town’s history; including’ the 
L E Davis planer mill, lumber yard, 
residence and woodlaneé; HH F 
Thurston & Son dowel. mill; Al- 
mon Coolidge farm buildings anda 


and. livestocl:. 

Mr Bisbee gave an outline of the 
town’s business in present years, 
showing indebtedness and ‘valua- 
tions at five-year intervals, and hia 
talk, made clear some of the prob- 
lems of town management which 
were of interest. He spoke of the 


road equipment, stating that near- 
ly half the road appropriation ifs 
tuken for repairs. 

A. general discussion of many 
phases of local government follow- 
ed, and Mr Bisbee answered many 
questions. The problem of small 
allondance at town meetings Was. 


expressed in regard to the cause. 
Some members did not agree that 
the budget committee and printed 
ballot had much to do with it, as 
many towns have similar troubles 
from other causes. It seemed to 
be agreed finally that the simall 
attendance was some indication of 
satisfaction with the way the town 
business was carried on,

A guard made up of Swiss sol- 
diers protects the pope in Rome. 
It was organized early in the 16th 
century by Pope Julius II, who 
fad strong admiration for the 
fighting spirit of these men of the 
mountaius, called upon frequently 
to battle for their little nation be- 
fore it was finally guaranteed per- 
petual neutrality by other Euro- 
pean countries. 

The guard was subjected to its 
most severe test in 1527, when 45 
of them held in check thousands of 
invading Spanish - German mer- 
renaries until’ the pope escaped 
and found refuge, 

Later, it became customary for 
Catholic cantons in Switzerland 
to supply members of the papal 
guard, an honor handed down 
from father to son, Members 6f 
the guard wear their picturesque 
ainiforms on certain occasions.

Quick Trip Over Pacific 
Brings One to New World 


Changing 


Climate, - ‘Vast Distances, 


Different Attitude Is Confronted : 


By Ernie Pyle 


HONOLULU.—The hour of leaving came at last. 


Usually when starting overseas, you don’t get away on the 
day the transportation people originally set for you, Iremem- 
ber when I first started going to war, how impatient at delay 
I would be, and how I would fret myself into a frenzy over 
every day of waiting, But time changes things like that. 


This time also there was a delay 
of a few days. Every one of them 
I welcomed with 
a big embrace. 1 % 
felt like saying to 
it “Ah, my love, 
you are the day 
of my dreams. 
You are my one 
more day of se- 
curity — how I 
cherish ‘you.' 

But the final 
day came, and at 
last the hour. 1 
put on my _ uni- 
form again for a long, long time, 
and sent my civilian clothes to a 
friend in Los Angeles to keep for 
me. 

It was night when we left San 
Francisco, We flew.in a huge four- 
motored land plane, operated by 
the naval air transport service, In 
the navy they call it “NATS,” as 
though it spelled a word, 

The army’s equivalent is the 
ATC. I’ve flown on both of them so 
much I feel like a stockholder, They 
fly all over the world on clock-like 
schedule, over all the oceans and 
all the continents, carrying wartime 
mail and. cargo and passengers. 

_ [ve flown the Atlantic four times, 
but this was my first flight across 
the Pacific. You go non-stop from 
California to Hawaii, It’s. about the 
same distance as crossing the con- 
tinent, yet it was as easy as flying 
from Albuquerque to Los Angeles, 

We left shortly after suppertime, 
and were over Honolulu a little after 
daylight next morning, There was 
simply nothing unusual at all to re- 
‘port about it, 

Shortly after we took off I got 
some blankets and Jay down on the 
floor in the rear of the plane, 
When I woke up it was just getting 
daylight, and we had only an hour 
to. go. That’s the way I like to fly 
an ocean.

In Tropical Setting 

All of us had left California in our 
woolen winter uniforms. But when 
we stepped out of the plane in 
Honolulu, those heavy clothes al- 

{most made us sick, By the time 
we got through the formalities and 
left the field, we were all dripping 
and swabbing ourselves. 

In Honolulu I stayed in the home 
of au naval friend. The first thing we 
did was take a shower bath, change 

}to light khaki dlothes, and eat a 
plateful of beautiful yellow papaya. 

A naval houseboy ttaméd Flores, 
a native of Guam, took care of 
us. He washed our clothes and 
tiade or beds and fixed us fruit 
juice atid papaya all day long. 

A squat Hawaiian woman, in blue 
slacks and with a red bandana 
around her head, watered the lawn 

: aver and ovér and over again, very 

| slowly. 

The sun shone brightly and white 
clouds ran an embroidery over the 
tides of the far greet hills, Palm 
trees rustled like rain, and the deep 
whistles of departing ships came 
from the harbor below us. This, 
truly; was the Pacific,

Factor in Pacific 

Covering this Pacific war is, for 
me, going to. be like learning to 
live in a new city. 

The methods of war, the attitude 
toward it, the homesickness, the dis- 
tances, the climate—everything is 
different: from what we have known 
in the European war. 

Here in the beginning, 1 can't 
seem to get my mind around it, or 


get my fingers on it, I. suspect it 


will take months to get adjusted 
and get the “feel’’.of this war. 


Distance is the main thing. I don’t 
mean. distance from America so 


much, for our war in Europe is a 


long way from home. too. I mean dis- 


tances after you get right on the 
battlefield. 

For the whole western. Pacific is 
our battlefield now, and whereas dis- 


tances in Burope are hundreds of 
miles at most, out here they are 


thousands. And there’s nothing in 
between but water. 


You ean be on an island battle- 


field, and the next thing behind you 
is a thousand miles away. One sol- 


dier told me the worst sinking feel- 


ing he ever had was when they had 


landed on an island and were fight- 


ing, anc on the morning of D-3 he 


looked out to sea and it was com- 
pletely empty. Our entire convoy 
had unloaded and left for more, and 
boy, did it leave you with a lone- 


some and deserted feeling. 


As one Admiral said, directing 
this. war is like watching a slow- 
motion picture, You plan something 
for months, and then finally the 
great day comes when you launch 
your plans, and then it is days or 


weeks before the attack happens, 


because it takes that long 1o get 


there, ;
